Dear  Dr.  Falconer, 


I  suppose  you  will  scarcely  remember  me 
although  I  was  pretty  well  known  to  you  in  Halifax  where 
I  graduated  in  law  in  1903,  and  suosequent ly,  while  I  practised 
law  in  Sydney  until  1908: 

My  purpose  in  writing  you  now  is  in  connection 
with  the  application  of  a  young  friend  of  mine,  -  Stanley 
K.  Clark,  of  Kamsack,  Saskatchewan:  -  for  admission  to 
Toronto  University,  to  take  the  combined  arts  and  medicine 
course:  Mr  Clark  filed  his  application  with  the 

Registrar,  Mr  Brehner,  on  April  the  7th,  but  it  appears 
there  is  some  difficulty  about  his  qualification  in  one  subject,  - 
latin:  It  does  not  appear  that  the  difficulty  is 

insurmountable ,  but  he  has  had  no  definite  statement  from  the 
registrar,  and,  as  he  wishes  to  know  definitely  at  as  early  a  date 
as  possible,  he  thought  that  a  letter  to  you  from  me  might  be 
of  some  advantage; 


Mr  Clark  is  very  anxious  to  enter  Toronto 
University,  and  I  may  say  that  I  have  strongly  recommended  him, 
as  well  as  a  number  of  other  young  people  in  this  vicinity,  to 
do  so,  believing  that  the  advantages  offered  by  the  Institution 
itself,  as  well  as  from  its  situation  in  such  a  city  as  Toronto, 
cannot  but  be  of  the  greatest  benefit  to  any  Canadian,  -  especially 
a  western  Canadian: 

If  therefore,  it  is  at  all  possible  that  Mr 
Clark  can  be  admitted  as  a  student  in  the  course  mentioned,  I  shall 
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be  greatly  obliged  if  he  is  notified  to  that  effect  at  as 
early  a  date  as  possible; 

I  may  add  that  Mr  Clark  is  a  young  man  of  excellent 
character  and  ability,  and  I  am  sure  that  he  will  have  no 
difficulty  in  making  up  any  deficiency  that  may  exist  in 
entrance  requirements;

Dear  Mr.  Livingstone1: 

I  have  aiscussed  with  the  Registrar  tne  substance  of 
your  letter  in  which  you  ask  us  to  consider  favourably  the  abdication  of 
Mr.  Stanley  K.  Clark  of  Saskatchewan  for  admission  to  the  University.  Mr. 
Pretner  informs  me  that  he  has  written  to  you  tnat  the  auestion  of  Mr. 

Clark!,s  being  admitted  to  the  first  year  in  Arts  without  Latin  was  referred 
to  the  Latin  Department!,  ana  that  they  have  in  the  multitude  of  their  work 

at  this  time  of  the  year  not  yet  given  a  decision. 

I  may  say  that  our  difficulty  i3  tnis.  For  entrance 
to  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  we  reauire  ccmclete  Matriculation  incluaing 
Latin.  This  is  a  rule  that  has  in  the  last  few  years  been  rigidly 
enforced.  Mr.  Brebner  informs  me  that  when  Mr.  Clark  found  cut  tnat  tnis 
was  sc  he  applied  for  the  combined  Arts  and  Medical  course.  On  tnis 
matter  information  will  be  sent  to  him  at  once,  but  we  are  of  ocinion  that 
it  would  nrotably  te  of  advantage  to  f*r.  Clark  to  study  his  Latin  for 
matriculation  now:,  ccmclete  it,  and  enter  uccn  nis  medical  course.  His 
risk  always  will  be  that  if  he  enters  an  Arts  course  without  Latin  he  will 

be  so  handicaDced  by  the  multitude  of  subjects  tnat  he  will  be  unable  to  do 

the  Latin  sufficiently  well  and  may  be  d  isacpointed .  If-,  however,  he  takes 
instruction  in  Latin  alone  before  he  comes  and  gets  it  off  it  will  te  at 
once  relief  to  him  and  he  will  have  a  free  course  for  his  medical  curriculum. 
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We  should  be  very  glad  indeed  to  have  Vr.  Clark  corre 
to  Toronto,  and  I  hope  tnat  he  nay  do  so,  but  our  experience  leads  us  to 
the  conviction  that  students  who  corre  nandicacoea  by  deficiencies  in  sorre 
important  sub.iect,  such  as  this;,  never  rrake  tne  best  of  tneir  career  in 
the  University.
